A package of affidavits and other 
documents wtiich strongly support alle- 
♦ gations that Passaic County public em- 
ploye Tscherim Soobzokov part id paled 
.jin Wprtd War fl crimes as a Nazi col- 
laborator has been made available by a 
high-ranking Soviet official. x 

Valentin Kamenev, first secretary 
and counselor of the Soylet Embassy in 
Washington, produced the package of 
documentAwhfch tell bow Scotaokov al- 
legedly served the Nazis in the Caucasus 
, region of the r Soviet Unk« ( during the 
period of 1942-43. ^ 

Kamenev presented the package 
last week to Nazi war crimes researcher 
and author Charles R. Allen Jr. of New 
York, based on a request made by Allen 
lastApril. f *’ 

Aftens request to the Soviets for 
infonr-Sicnon Soobzokov followed a de- 
tailed' series of articles in The Star-Ledg- 
er last spring which revealed Soob- 
zokov’s activities as an alleged Nazi and 
later in behalf of UJS: Intelligence agen- 
cies, after .he came to America from 
Jordan in 1955. 



The documents are an. '‘official re- 
sponse” to Allen's request, according to 
Kamenev, who is the third highest rank-, 
ing official In the Soviet Embassy . 0 

Included In the package turned over 
by Kamenev are affidavits from II per- 
* sons, most of whom presently live In the 
same Caucasus region where the alleged 
Atrocities were committed by the Nazi- 
established "punitive” unit which Soob- 
aokov supposedly headed. 

Several of the affidavits were given 
to Sqyiet prosecutors this year by rela- 
tives of persons allegedly slain by the 
same unit. Ail were given under the Rus- 



sian equivalent of “sworn testimony,” 
which Involves a severe penalty for false 

statements. 

Soobzokov’s nephew, Yakhia Moso- 
vltch Soobzokov, stated in one of the 
affidavits that he saw his unde for the 
last lime in February, IMJ, when Ger- 
man occupation forces were rp treating. 
“He still wore his German uniform at 
that time,” the nephew said, adding that 
he retreated with the Nail array. 

Other affidavits which place Soob- 
zolcov in (he Nazi unit that is accused of 
killing, plundering and committing other 
atrocities against civilians were given to 
’ Soviet prosecutors by a brother-in-law of

The affidavits Tttlr Umareviteb 
Afazlshev, taken last February, cays 
that Afazlshev served as Soobzokov’i 
squad commander in August 1942, in the 



fifth Battalion of the North Caucasian 
National Legion of the German Army. 

. According to Afazlshev, Soobzokov 
later became a platoon commander. He 
said that aside from Soobzokov’s activt- * 
ties In the punitive unit, he recalls an 
Watte battie in November 1942 in which- 
■ Soobzokov and tus unit fought against 
jibe Soviet troop defenders of Height 

m.'" 

Afazlshev,' who has served a sen- 
tened in 't ftuaiian prison for his roteas 
-i member of the collaborator unit, aaid 
be last saw Soobzokov in the summer of 
1943 in the Kherson District of the Uk- 
raine, "He was already a German Army 



officer by then, but 1 don’t know what his 
rank was." Afazlshev aaid. , 

Captured war records which are 
now in the Berlin Document Center re- 
veal that Soobzokov was a first lieuten- 
ant in the notorious Wafleo SS when 
World War U ended.. 

However, Soobzokov has constantly 
denied that he served In a punitive tal 
In a (10 million HbeJ suit which be his 
filed against the author, publisher and 
others connected with the book "Want- 
ed: The Search for Nazis In America" 
Soobzokov costttds he spent 2 Vi yearn 
behind German lines leading a band of 
men, women and chi Wren tosafet y.'^ 



Furthermore, Soobzokov saw that 
be wore a German uniform as a facade, 
to bdp him obtain falsified documents to ..

But in sworn statements and other

Soviet offidali a year ago, and (hey

One man who detailed In his affida- - 
vit.how two driliani were arrested' and 
later shot by the punitive unit; said that .

Another roaq, .Eristem Khagurov, 
who said be served with Soobzokov, and , 
has since served a sentence in prison for 
being a Nazi collaborator, explained In 
his affidavit; 

"Soon after he joined our battalion, 
Tscherlm. Soobzokov was made a pla- 
toon commander In (he first company. I * 

. was a private u his platoon at that 
time" • 

He described Soobzokov as being 
“tail and slender^ sort of lean, with an ; 
oblong face and black hair." Soobzokov 
,1s lair and somewhat slender, although <% 
his black hair has begun to turn gray. 

"When he joined us, be was wearing 
. a German uniform and hia rank was that 
of t top sergeant He carried a pistol," <, 
Khagurov said, as distinguished from 
privates \rho carried riflea. 

"I believe I would recognize his pic- 
ture of that time," he added. 
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
